Best Thing for Party.

For a jong time there was a belief among | 
political leaders that Bryan’s nomination 
mot only cannot -be averted t that, all 
things considered, it was the best thing that 
could happen to the party. In the far east 
there has been fear of Hearst. He has never 
Gone anything much -to.create fear, because 
with all his radicalism Mr. Hearst is a tem- 
perate, self-contained man himself and is 
much less of a demagogue than many men 
in his own party who have made a virtue of 
denouneing him.

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New York, June 17.—[Special.]—Charges 
of official misconduct against William Trav- 
ers Jerome have been filed in the executive 
chamber at Albany by five citizens, who de- 
clare that Jerome's continuance in the office 
of district attorney ig a public scandal and 
a menace to good government. A request is 
made that Jerome be dismissed from office. 

The signers of the document are the fol- 
lowing: 

Chapman Dwight, 2846 Broadway, a retired stock 
broker. 

Edward P. White, a member of the produce ex- 
change. 

Former Congressman Robert Baker, 644 Classon 
avenue, Brooklyn. 

Joseph C. Hurley, secretary of the Standard 


Finance company, living at 105 East Twenty- 
sixth street. 


Wiliam N. Amory, a lawyer, 27 William street, 
formerly secretary of the Third Avenue railway 
company. 

The charges were placed in the hands of 
Gov. Higgins’ secretary, Frank E. Perley, 
on Wednesday. The governor was at Olean 
today. He expects to make a business trip 
to the west before returning to Albany. 

Secretary Perley informed one of the sign- 
ers today that the charges would. be laid 
before the governor upon his return to the 
capital, which may not be before June 15. 


Say Witnesses Are Many. 

If the governor decides to entertain the 
charges a copy of them will be served at 
ence on District Attorney Jerome. Then a 
commissioner will be appointed to take the 
testimony of the many witnesses whom the 
accusers say they are able to produce. 

It will rest with Gov. Higgins, after a full 
hearing of the case, to dismiss the district 
attorney or permit him to remain in office. 

The accusations are of a criminal nature, 
embracing one felony and two misdemeanors, 
If proved they would incapacitate Jerome 
from holding office forever. 

The most sensational count im the indict- 
meht—and@ one which the atcusérs declare 
that they are in a position to prove—is ** that 
the sald William Traverse “ve has re-

fore guilty ofA 4 felony.” 

Sey Jerome Got $50,000. 

The money purported to have been received 
by thetdistrict mitorney to purchase immu- 
nity is sado in Lae document to be upward 
ot $50,000. Ty contriébutors mentioned are 
the New Yerk de Insurance company, the 
Equitable Life Assurance society, the Mutual 
Life zurance company, the Metropolitan 
Street ort company, and the Metropol- 


itan Securities company. 

Jerome is charged with a criminal con- 
spiracy extending back as far as the y 
1901. At that time he is s@id to have de- 
clared that the Morton Trust company lent 
‘$2,000,000 to D. F. Shea, an office boy in the 
employ of the Metropolitan Street railway 
company. This the district attorney de- 
clared to be a criminal] transaction and men- 
tioned it as one of the offenses which he 
‘would prosecute if elected to office, 

In the same year William N. Amory filed 
criminal charges against the principal offi- 
cers of the Metropolitan Street railway com- 
pany, the evidence filling a volume of ninety 
printed pages. 

According to the charges filed with the 
governor Jerome employed, with the funds 
of his office, an expert accountant for the 
express purpose of exculpating the Metro- 
politan railway officials. 

Two years later James W. Osborne in- 
formed the district attorney that $30,000,000 
had been stolen from the Metropolitan Street 
railway company and that he had evidence 
to prove it, but Jerome declined to act, the 
charges recite. 

In the same year proofs were submitted to 
the district attorney that his former law part- 
ner, Daniel Nason, and William H. Page 
Jr., had tried to bribe a state witness for 
$200,000. Jerome forced Nason to remove 
the name of Jerome from his office door, but 
refused to prosecute the guilty ones crim- 
inally. 


Lets Confessors Escape. 


In 1908 Louis Scharfman made a sworn 
corfession that he and one Barney Aparto 
had committed perjury in the interests of the 
Metropolitan Street railway company. Je- 
rome neglected to take action, Scharfman 
escaped from the jurisdiction of the state 
and no one was prosecuted. 

The records of the Supreme court are re- 
ferred to to prove that in the case of Green 
versus the Metropolitan an emp'vyé of the 
railroad named Harry Kaufmar. tried to 
bribe one of the jurors. Kaufman confessed 
and was fined, but the men higher up were 
never brought to justice. 

William H. Tillinghast and Stanley Bagg 
both confessed to the district attorney in 
October, 1906, of complicity in a vast scheme 
of jury bribing, implicating some of the at- 
torneys of the Metropolitan Street railway. 
The district attorney suppressed these con- 
feasions, as long as possible, and when at 
last forced into court so grossly mismanaged 
the state’s case as to call forth a rebuke from 
Judge Seabury, the charges say. 


Not as Zealous as Possible. 


Reference is also made to the fulsome 
promises of the district attorney that he 
would bring the insurance grafters to bar, 
but the complaint asserts that he has not 
conducted himself as a zealous district attor- 
ney should.

The Hy worths, it develops, have not lived 
together or four years and, according to 
A. 8. Trude, attorney for Mrs. Heyworth, the 
proceedings have been planned for nearly a 
year, most of which time was spent in se- 
curing evidence against Heyworth. Private 
detectives were employed to follow him and 
their evidence will be offered to substan- 
tiate the eharges in the bill. 


Points in Mrs. Heyworth’s Bill. 

In the déclaretion Mrs. Heyworth charges 
her husband with infidelity, and asks that 
the two children, Otto, 8 years old, and 
Gwendolyn, 4 years old, be given to her by the 
court. Sheisat present at Lake Geneva with 
the children, and she declined to be inter- 
viewed last evening, saying that she was ill, 
She charges that because of his misconduct 
her husband is unfit to care for the children. 

Mr. Heyworth, who lives at 1900 Calumet 
avenue, is known chiefly to Chicago business 
men through hie operations with Mrs. Hey- 
worth’s father, Otto Young, owner of the 
Heyworth building. He announced his in- 
tention of fighting the case, and in an 


court, he deniew all the charges madé against 
him and says that he is not unfit to care 
fot the children, as Ms wife charges.“ 


Effect on Business Relations. 

Much interest was aroused among the 
friends of the Héyworths as to the possible 
effect of the suit on the business relations 
ot Mr. Heyworth and Mr. Young. 

“The case will affect in no way the finan- 
cial status of Mr. Heyworth's affairs,” said 
Attorney Trude, or, so far as I know, his 
relations with Mr. Young, although I am not 
authorized to discuss this aspect of the case. 
It is supposed commonly the Heyworth build- 
ing is owned by Mr. Heyworth, but both the 
ground and the buildings are owned by Mr. 
Young. 

“ The suit has been planned for a long time 
and Mr. Heyworth has been watched. The 
Dili states the case against him as mildly as 
it could possibly be done and still aecom- 
plish its object. Mr. Heyworth intends to 
fight the case. The charges against him are 
plainly stated, and the incidents referred to 
are definitely described. Use was not made 
of all the evidence against him.” 


Escapade with Miss ‘Barrett. 

The escapade with Miss Barrett, which 
forms the basie of the main charge in the 
declaration, is said in Mrs. Heyworth’s bill 
to have happened on April 18 of this year. 
Much speculation was indulged in as to the 
identity of the woman by friends of the

BLGIN ASYLUM HEAD QUITS. 


Dr. F. S. Whitman Declares His 
„Responsibilities“ Too Great. 


SURPRISE TO THE TRUSTEES. 


Board Meets in Institution After In- 
quiry by Deneen. 


„ 

Dr, Frank S. Whitman, superintendent of 
the Illinois Northern Hospital for the In- 
sane at Elgin, resigned yesterday, and his 
resignation, to take ‘effect July 1, was ac- 
cepted by the board of trustees’ meeting at 
the asylum, 

Recently an examination of the hospital 
was made by Frank D. Whipp, a personal 
representative of Gov. Deneen, but . the 
trustees of the institution deny the resigna~- 
tion had any connection with this investiga- 
tion. 

Dr. P. M. Woodworth of Chicago, a mem- 
ber of the board, said last night he did not 
know that an investigation of the hospital 
had been made by any agent of the governor. 

“I do not care to remain at the head of 
the institution any longer,“ said Dr. Whit- 
man in explanation, and that is the only 
reason for my resignation. 1 offered ft to 
the trustees three months ago, but at their 
urgent request withdrew it temporarily. I 
do not care to bear the burdens and respon- 
sibilities of the position any longer.“ 


First Named by Gov. Tanner. 
Supt. Whitman, a graduate of the Hahne- 


mann Medical college, is a resident of Belvi- 


dere and was appointed by Gov. Tanner on 
Jan. 12, 1800, on the recommendation of Con- 
greseman Fuller. He held over through the 
Yates administration. Gov. Deneen had 
not reappointed him, but had allowed him 
to hold over. 

Aside from any question relating to the 
management of the institution, Dr. Whitman 
was likely to lose his place for political 
reasons. Congressman Fuller and the state 
administration are not on the best of terms, 


Resignation Is a Surprise. 

In spite of Dr. Whitman’s statement that 
his purpose hed been made known three 
months ago, his resignation came as a sur- 
prise to the trustees and to the state poli- 
ticians. 

“I knew nothing of it until this morning,” 
said Dr. Woodworth. “So far as I know 


there was no cause. I did not know an in- 


vestigation had been made,“ 

There now are two vacancies at the heads 
of insane asylums for the administration to 
fill—successors being sought for Dr. J. C. 
Corbus at Kankakee and Whitman at Higin. 
It is possible Dr. V. H. Podstata, who has 
been mentioned for the former, will be con- 
sidered for the latter place.

Hospital Notifies Police. 

When the police were notified of the ehoot- 
ing by telephone from St. Luke’s, Policeman 
Rosenthal was sent to the place and later 
was joined by Detective Cannon of the Har- 
rison street station. After examining the 
waiters who witnessed the tragedy they con- 
cluded it was 4 case of attempted suicide. 
However, they arrested Jackson. 

“TI know of no motive my wife might have 
had for suicide other than the apparent one 
of her disappointment at my refusal to live 
with her again, said Jackson. She drank 
heavily, this being one of the causes of the 
trouble between us, but she was not so dis- 
sipated as to be led to suicide by it.

, whose report on the condition of the 
Ghicage packing houses caused a sensation 
roughout the country early in the week, 
was a witness before the house committee on 
agriculture today. He repeated his charges, 
that the packing heuses ‘wete filthy and in- 


sanitary. 

Mr. Neill opened his testimony with the 
statement that the packers, through Dr. Dy- 
gon of Chicago, had tried to induce him to 
delay his report for thirty days, them write 
a new report after making another inspection 
of the packing houses, this in order to enable 
the packers to better the conditions found 
on his first inspection. 

Mr. Neill testifie® he had replied to Dr. 
Dyson that he was not authorized to make 
any deal.“ Dr. Dyson then ina second let- 
ter suggested the appointment of a sanitary 
committee and that it be given thirty days 
to accomplish improvements, pending which 
no report should be made. This was de- 
clined, as was a third proposal from Dr. 
Dyson looking to the suppression of the re- 
port and promising reforms, 


Disputes Manager Wilson. 

Mr. Neill then took up the refutation of 
Mr. Wilson's testimony of yesterday. 

Mr. Neill denied the statement of Mr. Wil- 
son that the floors were scrubbed daily. The 
dirt in some of the rooms was caked on the 
floor and hed not been weshed for weeks, 

Was this in any of the houses represented 
by Mr. Wilson?’ was asked. 

Tes, sir.“ 

Mr. Neill sald he at first began making 
notes of the conditions, but after several 
days, seeing no change in conditions from 
day to day, he abandoned the practice. He 
felt justified in saying that the dirty floors 
was a common condition. There were some 
dirty rooms and some clean rooms, but a 
clean room seemed to be accidental and gave 
the impression that sanitation was not a mat- 
ter that was looked after in those plants. 
This included all the large plants. 

Mr. Neill said he remembered in particular 
one cooking room was dirty and he remem- 
dered walls, particularly in the entrances,

Asked again about the bone conveyor by

was not prepared to say that that particular 
conveyor was used in a particular place. 

Chairman Wadsworth took up the state- 
ment in the report: We saw meat shovy- 
eled from dirty floors into rotten boxes and 
pushed them from room to room.“ 

How do you know they were rotten? Did 
you test them? 

“We felt them and smelt them. There 
are floors there,“ he continued, 
the seas could not wash the dirt from.” 

But you could not push a box of meat if 
the box was rotten,” persisted Mr. Wads- 
worth. 

“What do you mean by ‘stinking ’?’’ 
asked Mr. Wadsworth. “One would infer 
you meant a horrible, rotten, stinking con- 
dition.“ 

That's what it was,“ sald the witness, 
who suggested that ventilation might be the 
remedy. There was one odor from a fertilizer 
room and another from the meat rooms. 

Mr. Neill's definition of stink was this: 
When a thing smells so loud that you can’t 
call it smell, then it is stink.”

Complains of His Treatment. 


Wen Mr. Lorimer asked the witness if 
he had any complaint to make as o his 
treatment as a witness, Mr. Neill replied 
that the treatment of the witness (Mr. Wil- 
son) yesterday by certain members of the 

committee and the treatment of himself to- 
day by these members was strikingly dif- 
ferent, especially when the testimony of 
Mr. Wilson tended to raise a direct ques- 
tion of veracity between himself and Mr. 

Reynolds and Mr. Wilson. 

That's just what I think, too,“ asserted 
Representative Lamb [Va.] warmly. 

At this point Mr. Henry [Conn.] declared 
that this report came directly from the 
president. The president was responsible 

for it and stood sponsor for it. In view of 

that it was, he believed, highly discourteous 

to question it. 

Continuing Mr. Neill said: Some of the 
questions have been asked me in an attempt | 
to lead me into making statements which I 
‘absolftely do not mean to make.” 

Mr. Neill denied that the girls sit down. 
They may have permission, but there is 
nothing for them to sit on,“ he gaid. 

Mr. Neill commended the government in- 
spection, but would not commit himself on 
the state inspection. It was a mistake to 
state; as did Mr. Wilson on yesterday, he 
said, that the houses were open to the pub- 
lic. He then described the hog sticking 
process and said: One man sticking hogs 
Was nearly as clean as I am, another was 
covered with blood.“ He described one room 
where girls were packing dried beef in which 
the girls looked well and clean. The fault 
in this room, and this applied almost uni- 
versally, was that the water closet ventilat- 
ed into the room. The closets were flush 
autoriatically. 

Every suggestion made to correct the ab- 
solutely brutal indifference’’ with which the 
employés, and especially the young giris, 
were treated, he said, was met by the state- 
ment, O, they don’t mind that.“ 


Wilson Sees Ruin Ahead. 


At the forenoon session Thomas DB. Wilson, 
manager for Nelson Morris & Co., and rep- 
resenting all the large Chicago packers, had 
continued his argument against the Bever- 
idge amendment providing for meat inspec- 
tion. 

Mr. Wilson’s maln objection to the Bev- 
ridge amendment was that it requires the 
packers to bear the expense of inspection. 

We are now under an expense aggregat- 
ing $1,000,000 a year for condemnation of 
animals,” he said. Neither the raisers or 
producers bear any of the loss on condemned 
stock. It all falls on the packers,” 

Mr. Wilson said the result of the exposures 
had been extremely disastrous to the pack- 
ers. Our foreign demand for fresh meats 
and manufactured products,” he said, has 
been practically cut in two.“ 

Representative Lorimer IIII.] suggested 
that the Beveridge amendment would put 
out of business thousands of slaughterers do- 
ing an interstate business and would result 
in creating a beef trust in reality. 

Mr. Wilson made this statement in sum- 
ming up: 

“We feel it is going to be a difficult mat- 
ter to create a law covering the necessary 
sanitary regulations regarding the packing 
houses that will be constitutional. We feel 
that such a law would be useful as applied 
to the products when they enter into inter- 
state trade. We do not want to raise a sin- 
gle question. We want a lawenacted. We 
want a good law and a stringent one. We 
want the sanitary inspection and we want 
it thorough. 

“TI do not want the impression to obtain 
that we contemplate any attack on any law 
that may be passed.”

Scene of Wild Enthusiasm. 

When at last the resolution of indorsement 
was read the delegates rose to their feet and 
Seer after cheer resounded through the hall. 
Then the men and women in the balconies and 
om the stage took it up, and hats and hand- 
kerchiefe were waved, and more than a 
thousand voices joined in the applause. For

As the resolution was read an oll paint-

many men left their seats among the dele-

Conhvention's Work Is Easy. 

The convention was in session only about 
four hours, and the ticket was selected with- 
out taking a ballot. all the nominees being 
chosen by acclamation. There were two or 
more candidates for the several positions on. 
the ticket before the convention assembled. 

but before the nominations were made on the 

floor the list had been reduced to one candi- 
date for each office, and the work of the con- 
vention, therefore, was soon accomplished. 

B. F. Shively, head of the state committee 
was chairman of the convention. In his 
speech he blamed the republican party for 
all the graft uncovered in the national gov- 
ernment and in commercial and insurance 
circles.

Joseph B. Boyer, a Pennsylvania railroad 
employé, who yesterday testified before the 
interstate commerce commission to having 
received more than $46,000 and other gratui- 
ties from producers of coal on the Pennsyl- 
vanta railroad lines, was today dismissed 
from the service of the company.

He said, on the other 
hand, that the mine in which J. G. Cassatt, 
Col. Huff, and railroad officials were inter- 
tested, had an actual capacity of 400 tons, 
but was rated at 900. He stated that, after 
repeated efforts to secure an increase in 
“the rating of the Donohue company through 
Us counsel in New York, he communicated 
with President Cassatt, threatening legal 
proceedings. Immediately after the mine 
rating was increased from 500 tons to 900 
tons. 


Bound to Get Fair Treatment. 


Before leaving the stand Patter said to 
Francis I. Gowen, attorney for the Pena- 
sylvania: 

“We have no suit against youn for dam- 
ages. We don’t want any of ycur money.

the inability of the insured to get their proofs 
made out in time.

SYMPTOMS OF DETERIORATION. 

The Journal of Political Economy for 
May has an article by Everett W. Burdett 
on “ Municipal Ownership in Great Brit- 
ain.“ He ascribes whatever success has 
been achieved to the high character of local 
governments in that country. He rehearses 
as others have done the differences between 
British and American municipal govern- 


ment and argues that because of them mu- 


nicipal ownership could not be on this side 
ot the ocean the partial and limited success 
it has been on the other. 

One of the novel statements made by Mr, 
Burdett is that there are evidences of de- 
terforation in English local governments. 
They are becoming less efficient. The new 
duties which they have taken upon them 
give them too much to do. The councils are 
hecoming overburdened and “ in some cases 
fairly swamped with the extent and variety 
ef the public concerns which engage their 
attention.” ‘The chairman of the Man- 
ehester gas committee for ten years has 
spent six hours a day in the discharge of his 
official duties. When local administration 
Was a comparatively simple matter it was 
easy to find business men who would give 
gratis the limited amount of time required 
for publie service. Now that municipalities 
are running gas works, electric light plants, 
street railroads, and a score of other public 
utilities it is not so easy to get competent 
business men for the councils. Unless they 
sacrifice theit private affairs they cannot 
give due attention to those of the munic- 
ipality. 

It will be expedient for American cities 
to wateh for a time the progress of events 
in Great Britain before committing them- 
selyes to municipal ownership. If there 
shall appear to be a progressive deteriora- 
tion In the quality of local administration, 
due to the attempt to do foo many things, 
it will manifestly be inexpedient for Amer-

Attitude Toward a Strike. 

The federation’s future attitude towards a 
strike should a strike be found necessary 
to farce an employer to grant an eight hour 
day was not defined, and probably never will 
be. In the event of such local disturbances 
the chuabwomen im the district affected will 
be relied upon to act according to their own 
judgment. There was no uncertainty as to 
the federation’s attitude toward the question 
of an eight hour day or as to sympathy with 
the working girl in all her struggle to im- 
prove industrial conditions. 

The resolution was presented b., Mrs. Flor- 
ence Kelly of New York, and was submit- 
ted to the convention with the indorsement 
not only of the board of directors ef the fed- 
eration and the resolutions committee but 
with the sanction of the counetl of the fed- 
eration. As soon aa it was presented Dr. 
Sarah H. Kendall, chairman of the commit- 
tee on resolutions, moved that it be referred 
to the industrial committee, with instruc- 
tions to carry out ite provisions. The reso- 
lution in a0 many words demanded an eight 
hour day for all working girls and that no 
feminine toller be required to work more 
than forty-eight hours each week. It also 
demanded legislation In all states to improve 
the industrial conditions of women and chil- 
dren. 

— 
Women “Cut Out” Meats. 

The action of the federation in extending 
a helping hand to the feminine toller followed 
a day devoted to the exposure of packing 
house methods, a description of diseased 
meats put on the market, together with the 
metheds of adulterating foods, which 
reached a climax at the hotel dinner tables, 
when the delegates refused to eat meat after 
having heard such terrible things about it. 

“I have net eaten an ounce of meat.“ de- 
clared the Rev. Caroline Bartlett Crane, 
“since I first began inspecting packing 
houses. It was the Rev. Caroline Crane of 
Kalamazoo who told the chubwomen the 
“truth about the meats” they buy. 

The clubwoman-ciergy woman declared she 
had visited hundreds of packing houses in all 
parts of the country and had found the condi- 
tions revolting tn most of them. 

The speaker described vertous diseases 
with which cattle are afflicted, pointing out 
the dangers of each. Then she called upon 
every clubwoman in the convention to ap- 
point herself a committee of ome. to see that 
the meat sold in her community is inspected 
and packed under sanitary conditions. 

The clubwomen respondtd by pledging 
themselves to undertake this task. The 
speaker said the proposed Beveridge law 
would protect housewives only against the 
importation of diseased and unclean meat 
from one. state to another and that it would 
require state and municipal inspection to 
pretect them against meat slaughtered in 
their own state. 

Next the question of pure food was taken 
up. Mrs. Walter McNabb Miller. chairman 
of the pure foed committee, called on all 
the women not to buy canned goods unless 
the label contaimed the name of the manu- 
facturer, the name of the place where manu- 
factured, and the name of the food plainly 
printed.

The articles of agreement between Chicago 
and Minnesota are unusual and accordingly 
are reproduced in full: 

In the event of the establishment of football re- 
lations between the University of Minnesota and 
the University of Chicago, the persons in charge 
ef the conduct of football and other athletics, in- 
cluding faculty committees, student committees, 
alumni committees, athletic directors; managers, 
coaches and assistant coaches, and trainers, gov- 
erning the athletic policies and practices, the eligi- 
bility, of players, or the financial interests of 
athletics and of football in particular at these 
universities, to the end that these games shall be 
arranged, prepared for, and played in the spirit of 
fair play which characterizes gentlemen, do hereby 
agree that: 


“Spirit of Fairness.“ 


1. All contracts shall be drawn up in business 
form but in the spirit of entire falgness to both 
universities, and the home university shall be- 
come responsible for the financial interests of the 
visiting university. The home university shall 


to the visiting 3 and the financial settle - 
ment shall be made on the basis of this statement. 

2. All arrangements for the playing of the games 
shall be made in the spirit of fairness and good 
sportsmanship: [a] in the settlement of dates and 
ours of games, etc.; [bl in provision for the com- 
fort and convenience of the visiting team and its 
friends; {c] in the presentation of the best possi- 
ble playing field; [d] in arrangements which shall 
guard against all friction, especially in the selec- 
tion of officials for the game and in the actual di- 
ection of the games upon the field. 

8 The conference rules and the interpretation 
put upon them by the conference shall be the basis 
of eligibility... All questions involving differences 
of opinion shall be submitted to an arbitrator, and 
all negotiations shall be treated confidentially. 


No Gentlemanly Spying. 


4. Fach university may send re sentatives to 
any games played by the other, but spying and 
securing information regarding the play of one an- 
other by other means shal! be altogether discoun- 
tenanced. 

5. In furtherance of spot sportsmanship and 
kindly relations, the home team shall give a ban- 
quet in the university commons to the visiting 
team on the evening preceding the game, which 
shall be open to the faculty, students, and alumni 
of each university. 

6. Each university shall do everything in st 
power to avoid controversy and shall encour 
by every possible means right feeling and co ial 
relations between the teams and the student bodies 


‘of the respective universities. 


7. If either university shall conclude that it can 
no longer live up to the spirit of the above agree- 
ment, or if one university becomes.convinced that 
the other university ts not fulfilling the spirit of 
this agreement, any existing contract for games 
or contests beyond that particular year shell, upon 
proper notification, become null and void.

An additional article to this agreement has 
been adopted by the board of physical culture 
and athletics and recommended to the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota:

It is understood by this to be 
the policy of the two institutions that neither under 
any circumstances ehall enter a protest against 
any member of a team of the other institution. 
But either side will welcome any information re- 
garding the qualifications of its own team con- 
veyed through its athletic director or its board 
of athletic control.
